AUDITOR B OFFICE. 

The conduct and management of the business 
of the Auditor’s office are not second ir impor 
j tance to any other department of the public ser 
, vice Coming into office so recently, I felt it to 
1 be my duty, before the assembling of the Legis- 
' lature, to call upon the present able and efficient 
; Auditor for such information and suggestions in 
1 regard to the business of his office, as he might 
( deem necessary . In reply, he kindly furnished 
| me the following, which I extract from a note 
I addressed to me by him: 

“The business of this department is iucreas 
ing constantly, aud there should be additional 
clerks allowed, with better salaries; or if this is 
not done, that the commissioners of the Sinking 
Fund should be authorized to appoint a secreta- 
ry who shall take charge of the Sinking Fund, 
Internal Improvement, and School Fund de 
partments, and they be authorized to define the 
Secretary’s duty, aud allow him a fair compensa 
tion. My term expires on the first Monday in 
January next, and such are the duties required 
of me, that it will be impossible to attend to all 
the business properly, complete the necessary ro 
ports, and bring up all the books by that time, 
hence I should like further time allowed me to 
complete this business.” 

It is for you to determine whether these sug 
gestions should be carried into effect; but I can 
not refrniu from recommending that the addition- 
al time he asks be allowed the Auditor to bring 
up the business of the office to the first Mon 
day iu January next, when his official term ex- 
pires.

CHARITABLE INSTITUTIONS 

The report from the Superintendents and 
those intrusted with the management of our 
charitable institutions, will give you accurate iu 
formation of their true condition at tho date of 
their last report. 

There were no patients remaining in the West 
ern Lunatic Asylum, located at Hopkinsville —

COMMON SCHOOL#. 

The Common School system is iu a flourishing 
| condition in most of the State, and promises d 
| meet the most sanguine expectations of is 
j friends. It is the first duty of a State to educate 
; its children, and this system should be cberishel 
and nurtured and perfected to the highest posa - 
ble degree. The laws upon the subject should be 
carefully revised and simplified, and as the Si 
perintendent doubtless will visit every portion d 
I the State so as to test the practicable workings cf 
the system, and be enabled, from personal ob- 
servation, the more certainly to suggest remedi?s 
for any delects, we may expect much in tie 
future from one so eminently qualified f*r 
the position, and whose efforts, nnd whose fin® 
talents and attainments, are so deeply devotee 
to the cause of education. Believing the meaui 
to sustain it should be increar«d, I recommend 
a revision and change ot the laws regulating 
fines aud forfeitures, aud that a law be pasaec 
applying at least one half of all sums collected 
on account of them to the Common School iund 
Under th# present custom of petitioning the ex 
ecutive to remit them — a custom that seems tc 
have the sauction of a majority of tho commu. 
nities that impose them — the law, as it exists, 
seems to be a farce, and very little is realized 
beyond the amount necessary to secure the vigi 
lant and efficient action of the commonw ealth’s 
attorneys, and very slight, if any restraints, iro 
posed upon the offenders Nearly every peri 
tion presents strong reasons for executive inter- 
ference, sworn to, backed by strong affidavits, artl 
appeals to sympathy and by letters, aud the sig 
natures of some of the most respectable and in 
tiuential men in the neighborhood, and often by 
the Judges, commonwealth’s attorneys, and ju 
rors who impose them. As the custom is, tbs

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BANKS. 

For the extraordinary privileges grunted to the 
banks the Legislature has wisely required them to 
furnish a sound and uniform currency. That 
currency is the repre3e»tative of property and la 
bor, and should at all times be convertible into 
gold and silver. The constitution of the United 
States recognizes nothing else as a tender, or as 
a medium of exchange, or a standard of value 
The nearer you can reduce the circulation in 
paper to the actual wants of the people, and the 
amount of specie in the vaults of the hanks, the 
better. The dangers of these institutions would 
be greatly lessened if they were required to is 
sue dollar for dollar only. Habits of luxury, 
idleness, and extavagance would not ho engen- 
dered. The cupidity of the stockholders and the 
spirit of speculation would be checked; fluctua- 
tions in trade would be prevented, prices would 
not be elevated or depressed by the expansions 
and contractions whish have so disastrously to 
the people marked their management throughout 
the couutry. Many causes, particularly the ex 
tensive discoveries and great influx of gold and 
silver into our circulation, together with the con- 
stant and wholesome check to over issues occa 
sioned by the demands of the brokers upon the 
banks, are fast contributing to this result; 9o 
that in the future w e may look for a sounder pa 
per currency, and their better management- The 
use of an undue proportion of their means in 
the purchase of bills of exchange, is greatly to 
be deplored, and constitute the chief objection to 
their management. The temptation is great to 
enlarge their dividends, and the interests of the 
people, for who*® benefit they were chiefly orea 
ted, are not only neglected but suffer severely. 
Instead of benefit received, oppressive burdens 
are imposed npon them, which no labor can en 
dure. Instead of being the handmaids of indus 
try, they become the instruments of oppression 
—a curse aud not a blessing. They should be 
kept entirely under the control of the people. — 
The people, through their representatives, have 
control, under the constitution., of life, liberty and 
property. Why not give them the control of 
the banks? There can be no danger io trusting 
the people with their control, whose interests 
they were created to secure; and whenever they 
lose sight of these — whenever they become the 
agents of wrong and misrule, and prey upon the 
community they were ureated to protect, they 
should forfeit their charters, and he abolished. — 
Too much vigilance over or scrutiny into their 
affairs, cannot be exercised by the Legislature. 
It might have been well to have appointed a 
board of supervisors over them, to visit them 
quarterly, anil report under oath to the Governor 
their condition You could then have ascertain 
ed the amount of circulation, debts, deposits, and 
liabilities, every three months, and whether or 
not they were acting within the limits of their 
charters. These supervisors would have acted 
as a check when under strong temptations to 
make extraordinary profits for the stockholders, 
either by over issues of their paper, or in 
violating the law' in dealing in hills of ex- 
change. 

When the people did not get the quantity of 
money they were entitled to upon loan, it would 
have been reported. When an over proportion 
was used in bills of exchange, it would have 
been discovered. When the difference in ex 
change charged by the hanks was gi eater than 
allowed by law , and these incorporated compa 
nies became usurers, vast monopolies, audshav 
ing shops, contrary to the object of their creatiou, 
oppressing instead of relieving the people whom 
they were intended to benefit, or there were vio- 
lations ol their charters in any way, it would 
have been reported The exact condition and 
operations of these vast, institutions, by which 
our industry is regulated aud our trade controll- 
ed, with all their extraordinary power for good 
or for evil, would have been at all times known 
to the people, and their interests fully protected. 
The amount of banking capital could have been 
known every three mouths during the year, 
and we could have regulated our policy accord 
inglv. What the trade of our commonwealth 
needs is hard to tell; but certain i am, with the 
facilities now afforded by the banks now in ex 
istence, and which seem to be well managed, we 
have banking capital enough. 

Bank dividends have become so large and uni- 
form in Kentucky, that the stocks of our banks 
have run up to enormous prices. 19 this a good 
or a bad sign, so far ns the interests of the peo 
pie are concerned ’ The profit in dividends and 
in large reserved and contingent funds comes 
out of the industry of the people at last Uuder

amount, or to insure the other three buildings 
owing to the lack of means The honse is heal- 
ed in part by bv steam, by Gold’s heater, a suc- 
cessful, economical, and most comfortable rnodo 
of warming it. The one half of the house is 
warmed by one fire, which consumes only a cord 
of wood per day. and which, if the apparatus 
were extended, would heat the whole buildiug- 
The plumbing works are also unfinished, which 
are iutended to supply the house with water, and 
carry off the waste water. There are only two 
cisterns, which do uot supply the family of over 
100 persons, but they are compelled to haul wa 
ter; they need four more, all of which will be 
absolutely needed in case of fire. A servants’ 
house has been also erected, which is unfinished 
and cannot be used. All the grounds need new 
! fencing. Gas is greatly needed to light the new 
building, both for convenience and economy; itie 
more light the better for deal’ mutes, who are 
taught almost everything through tho eye. — 
During the last year the tiu roof of the rnuiu 
building was removed by a hurricane, and has 
been replaced at a cost of *627. There is also 
preparing for the press an elementary work in 
two volumes, for the instruction of the deaf and 
dumb, illustrated by 500 handsome wood ougrav 
ings, which is spoken of most highly in all the 
schools, aud which the principal (Mr. Jacobs) of 
this institution thinks will enable them to teach 
the pupils in two years as much as they now 
learn in three or four years. Several institutions 
iu other States, I nm informed, besides our own, 
are now anxiously awaiting for its appearance. — 
The cost of this work, which is deemed indis 
peusable to the institution, will he about*!, 
700, *500 of which the generous and charitable 
principal proposes to give himself, so anxious 
is he to have it introduced into the schools.

Of the whole numbe# admitted since 1824, it 
will be seen that more than one-third have been 
restored and discharged, to become useful meui 
be rs of society. A large majority ot the cases 
recover wheu they are put under treatment in 
the Asylum within the first year of their insani- 
tv, and before they are confirmed lunatics. I 
cannot go into the details of this lengthy aud 
very able report, but it is sufficient to say, unpar 
alleled success has attended the efforts of the 
Superintendents and managers of these institu- 
tions, in the restoration and improvement of the 
patients confided to their care. The reports will 
compare favorably with any I have read. 

The lUHtitution at Lexington was recommend- 
ed by Gov. Adair in his message, and establish- 
ed during his administration. Before that time 
the poor lunatic was treated as a wild beast, 
chained, whipped, starved, aud maltreated in 
every way, and his condition rendered utterly 
hopeless of recovery. What a contrast is there 
now between the present treatment and the 
treatment of that day, and many years after, 
and how wonderfully marked for the better. 1 
had the pleasure, a short time age, of inspecting 
in person the one at Lexington, and I can bear 
testimony to the great change within a few years. 
There were neatuess, cleanliness, and au air of 
comfort and cheerfulness throughout the entire 
institution. The patients were respectful to 
those who had charge of them, were quiet, and 
seemed contented with their lot, aud compara- 
tively happy. A large number of them were 
farmers, and these particularly begged to have an 
appropriation from the Legislature to purchase 
laud adjoining, which would give them the exer- 
cise their health and improvement required in 
the open air, aud render their labor quite profit- 
able. 

When I heard the reasons of the Superintend- 
ent for making this appropriation, which are re* 
ferred to in his report, and which you can ex- 
amine for yourselves, I did not doubt the econo- 
my and propriety of making, at a reasonable 
price, such a purchase, and 1 therefore earnestly 
recommend it to your favorable consideration, 
as a measure not only of humanity but of econ- 
omy. 

Your attention i* directed also to the report 
of the very polite And competent Superintend 
entof the Institution for the Blind, near Louis- 
ville. The number of pupils in this institution 
was, on the 1st of November last, 42; admitted 
during the year, 8; died, none. Many of the 
pupils enter in feeble health, aud only three 
have died in 18 years. A larger number is ex- 
pected, as the session had just commenced, and

Wo have our benevolent institutions which i 
have recommended to your favorable considera 
tion — the hospitals for the insane, the instiiu 
tions tor the deaf and the dumb, and the blind. 
They have been eminently successful, more than 
meeting our expectations. We are justly proud 
of them. You have liberally supported them, 
your money cannot be expended in any cause 
which appeals for protection and support more 
strongly to both the head and the heart. It is 
the cause of philanthropy, and your liberality 
heretofore has been applauded by the just and 
generous and humane people of the whole State. 
It needs no argument to proveto an enlighteued 
and virtuous constituency that these unfortuuate 
classes of our citizens are entitled to your syin 
pathy and protection, and to every reasonable 
effort to alleviate their misfortune. You need 
one otlier institution of u kindred character. The 
Insane Hospital has brought its blessings- The 
dreaded maniac has been restored to reason and 
to society. The poor sorrowing neglected mute 
has mental ears to hear; and the pitiable, re 
signed, but hopeless hliud man, now rejoice in 
mental Right. No longer ignorant or helpless, 
they now rejoice in the light of knowledge and 
religion. Kentucky was among the first to es 
tablish a hospital for tho insane — the fourth 
State to establish an institution for the deaf and 
dumb. She 1ms established one for the blind. — 
They are the cherished objects of her people; 
her light and her glory. She rejoices in their 
success; she poiuts to them with ptide She has 
one more to ei tablish before her work of charity, 
of love, of religion, and of humanity, is com 
pletc. There ia yet another class of her help- 
less people who claim her sympathies and her 
support. It i» her idiots and her feeble minded 
children. There are over 800 of them — more 
than 500, as shown by tho Auditor’s report, now 
a tax upou her wealth of about *30,000 per an- 
num, and the number is steadily increasing. — 
Add to this number 300 more of the same class, 
who are supported by their relatives, or have 
sufficient property of their own. Let her estab 
lish a school for these poor imbeciles, and all, all 
of her sutiering children will be provided for, 
and every species of involuntary suffering in the 
power of the State to aid, will be relieved. It 
is economy as well as humanity to do it. I re- 
commend it, earnestly recommend it, to your 
favorable consideration. 

This unfortunate class of om race, underprop 
er training, are capable of an extraordinary lie 
gree of improvement; nearly all of them in a 
few years could be sufficiently educated to take 
care of themselves; nearly all have intellect. — 
The experiments which have been made satis 
factorily prove it. They have been eminently 
successful both in this country and Europe. A 
number of schools are now in successful opera 
tion in other States. The State of Pennsylva- 
nia has an institution of the kind, and has ox 
pended *60,000 in the erection of buildings, be- 
sides an annuity of *4,000 for the maintenance 
of 20 indigent imbecils. The very kind and 
able superintendent of this institution, Dr- Jo« 
Parris, jr., has generously proposed to me to 
visit the Legislature of Kentucky with a number 
of his pupiD, if we need a demonstration ol its 
practicability. The experiments which have been 
made at the Deaf and Dumb Asylum at Dan 
ville, I am informed by the enlightened and ex 
perienced principal, and by the learned Superin- 
tendent at the Lexington Hospital, who taken 
great interest in this matter, und have devoted 
much study to it, have been eminently successful 
Nearly all of them in childhood have some in 
tellect, differing in degree A single spark, use

twenty per cent, of the number ol imbeciles, in 
sane deaf mutes, and blind children. Render 
the marriage of cousins illegal, and a great evil 
is at ouce eradicated. At least from fifteen to 
twenty per cent- of all These sufferers are the off 
spring of cousin*. A gentleman ol science, of 
learning, and enlarged experience, who has for a 
long time paid a g r eat deal ol attention to this 
subject, recently informed me he never yet had 
seen all the children so related sound in body aud 
mind. There is always among some of them 
some delect, mentally or bodily. A large num 
ber of ihe pupils (so sa\ ihe teachers) in the i 
Deaf and Dumb Asylums are the children of 
cousins. At Danville there are four sisters, 
deaf and dumb, the children of cousins; they 
havfe two speaking brothers, both in delicate 
health. There is also, from another family, 
there, a sistor and brother, children ot cousins. 
There is another instance ol sister and brother, 
there, also deaf and dumb, the children of second 
cousins, showing that the defect extends beyond 
even the second degree. In that institution at 
Danville, as in other Spites, J aui informed from 
sixteen to twenty per cent, of the pupils are now, 
and always have been, the children of cousins 
The State, when the parents or friends ol these j 
children are not abb* to provide for them, lias to 
do it; and the instances arty numerous where 
the burden (alls on her to provide for and cdu 
cate them as mutes, insane, blind, or imbeciles. 
She is weakened by so many of her citizens suf 
feting these privations, and a heavy tax is there 
by imposed upon her. Ja it not her right and 
her duty to protect herself against the evil ami 
expense by forbidding such unions, which nature 
plainly forbids by the natural penalty she uni 
fortnly inflicts? 

CKOf.OGICAl. SURVEY'. 

The propriety of continuing Ihe Geological

From the report of the Keeper and Visitors of 
the Penitentiary, and the facts herewith submit- 
ted, it will be seen, from the commencement of 
ibe institution to the present time, the number of 
convicts has been steadily increasing. A report 
of its history, from the time it went into opera- 
tion, iA now being prepared by one of rliecompe 
tent and distinguished physicians who has 
charge of the patientK in the establishment, 
which iu due time will be laid before you. 1 
recommend that it be published for ihe inlormu 
lion of your constituents, and commend it to 
your careful consideration. For the present, 1 
gather Irom it, and the reports referred to, the 
following condensed aud most valuable synopsis, 
which discloses a fearful ami rapid increase in 
ci ime, an utter failure to reform the convict, and 
in the expenditures necessary to sustain it 
While the health and comfort of tin* inmates 
have improved under the judicious and humane 
management of the Keeper, other improvements 
and expenditures are deemed necessary to their 
well being, as w'ell ns in justice to him. While 
it ought not lo be an object with the State to 
make money out of the labor of its convicts, 
9ome system ought to be devised to make it pay 
the expenses ol the institution 1 submit the 
whole question to your serious consideration, 
upon the statistics aud tacts submitted lo you in 
the reports and following statement;

in 1812 or ’13, Maj. Anderson Miller was ap 
pointed Keeper, and held the place until 1816. 

Iii 1806, the office of agent was created, the 
object of which was to relieve the Keeper of 
the duties of purchasing raw materials and dis- 
posing of the manufactured articles. The insti 
union was managed iu this manner until 1816, 
when ihe office of agent was abolished by act of 
the Legislature, and the entire management of 
the institution given to the Keeper. The board 
of six inspectors was abolished in 1809, and the 
acting Governor made sole inspector. The office 
of agent was re created in 1818, and continued 
until 1825, w hen the institution was disposed of 
to Joel Scott on the partnership principle. Up 
to the year 1823 there had been confined in 
the institution about 700 convicts; since then 
the number has been gradually and steadily on 
the increase. According to the Keeper’s and 
Auditor’s reports, the institution had been a con 
tinual tax upon the treasury irom the time of 
erection to the year 1825, when Mr. Scott took 
charge of it. There were in confinement when 
Mr. Scott took the institution 74 miserable, rag 
ged, and destitute inmates. The buildings were 
iu a state of wretched decay, and fast going to 
destruction. Notwithstanding this state of thiugs, 
he agreed to guarantee to the State a profit of 
$l.<hid per annum, and keep the institution five 
years lor one-half of the profits over and above 
the £1,000. 

He acted as Keeper on the above terms ten 
years, and dwlured a lief, profit of £94,000, one 
iialfol which he received and the other half 
went to the interest of the State. The State’s 
portion was appropriated to the building of cell.-, 
workshops. Sic., &c. v within the walls, not a dol- 
lar going into the treasury, Mr. Theobalds suc- 
ceeded Air. Scott, and kept the institution ten 
years, on the same terms. Ills profits, accord 
ing to his annual reports, amounted to over 
£200,000. He claims to have paid into the treasu 
rv over and above the amounts drawn for itn 
proveoients $10,000 in cash. This was the first 
money ever paid bv the institution into the pub* 
(lie treasury. Mr. Craig succeeded Mr. T., and 
kept the institution eleven years, and reported 
profits amounting to eighty or ninety thousand 
dollars, every cent of which was expended in 
impiovemenrs, and over $20,000 was drawn by 
him from ihr* treasury for extra buildings, en- 
larging the area, &.C., after the burning of the In 
stitution in 1844. so that the institution fail 
ed to pay its own way during hi** administration 
by the latter sum. Mr. Craig guaranteed to the 
State a clear profit of £5,000, and agreed to take 
one third of th« net profits ns his portion. 

Mr. Ward was agent tnd keeper four years, 
and took it under the same regulations that it 
was held i»y Mr. Craig. The first year lie de 
dared a profit of about $12,000; but the Legis 
lature afterwards changed the contract, giving it 
to him the remaining three years at $6,000 per 
year, and giving him the entire proceeds of tiie 
first year tor £5,000. The remaining three year 



The above tables are only approximative, but 
are supposed to tie nearly correct. At the same 
rate ol increase there will be between 500 and 
600 convicts to be provided for in the next twen 
tv years. The present institution is uot suscep 
lible of being so enlarged as to accommodate 
over 300 to 950, and hence the necessity of pro- 
viding another institution for Ihe future, or great 
ly enlarging the present ono.

SLAVERY aUESTION 

1 had not intended to have alluded, iu ibis 
paper, to the slavery question; but in view of re 
cent occurrences, and the extraordinary doctrines 
avowed by the Black Republican party, which 1 
think are directly hostile to the longer continu 
aucc ol tile Union, i have thought proper to re 
fer to the subjeet. 1 do not believe slavery to 
be wrong. 1 do uot believe it to be a moral, 
social, or political evil. Many distinguished 
patriots of the South committed, in myjudg 
merit, a great error wheu they made this admis 
sion, in the earlier days of the Republic. Our 
lathers did no wrong to humanity wheu they 
embodied it in tho Constitution; but they foi 
lowed the customs, the laws, and the example of 
the whole civilized world. The question was 
settled many thousand years ago, in the patri 
archal ages. Abraham introduced slavery into 
his system of government, which had the recog 
uition and protection ol God. It came down as 
an inheritance to Isaac and to Jacob and the 
patriarchs. Moses found it a part of the Jewish 
polity, recognized by law. He was the great 
law-giver, the chosen political and religious 
leader ol the Jews, and bad, as such, received 
bis commands upon Mount Sinai from God him 
sell. If it had been regarded »a au evil, would 
he not Lave abolished it? Would not the Al 
mighty have commanded him to do it 1 It was 
the slavery of buying and selling theu iu exist- 
ence by law, and recognized aud spoken of ill 
the Levitical Code, “that the heathen shall be 
your tKuidmen forever,” and thus the institu 
lion came down undisturbed through all the 
Governors and Judges to the coming of the 
Savior. Did he disturb it • Did he denounce it 
as a great wrong 7 — a moral, social, or political 
evil? Could he not have had it abolished with 
a word 7 Undenounced and undisturbed by him, 
it was transmitted to the times of the Apostles, 
who recognized and treated it in the same way; 
lor w hen Onesemus the 9lave, ran off from his 
master Philemon, and went to the Apostle Taul 
tor protection, did he conceal him? did he give 
him protection? Did he uot tell him to go home 
to his master? Did he uot, recognizing fully the 
service that was due from the slave to his mas 
ter, send him back, with the advice he should be 
obedient? 8uch was the view taken of this iu 
stitution by the patriarchs by whom it was estab 
fished; by Moses and the Jews — by Joshua and 
other Judges and Governors — by the Savior and 
the Apostles, in the earlier Ages; and so on 
down to the great commentators on the Bible— 
Dr. Adam Clark and his associates. Li came 
thus regularly dowu to.iis through all the vari 
ous phases and changes in society and of gov- 
ernment. 

The 8'paninrds, the English, and ihe Dutch 
all recognized it by law, and dealt in them as 
traffic — as merchandise. They bought and sold 
them under the authority of law, 



it — to stand by the principle that each State 
should be the judge of, and regulate its own do- 
mestic institutions, without interference. Ask 
ing nothing she would not concede, she will keep 
her present status upon the slavery question. — 
81ic will keep the faith and stand by its settle- 
ment, the laws, the constitution, and the courts. 
.She will stand by the repeal ol the Missouri re- 
striction. She will stand by the fugitive slave 
law, the Dred Scott decision, the Democratic 
party, and its faithful Executive. Sne believes 
that slavery is neither u moral, social, nor polit- 
ical evil. 

Are the people in the free more moral thau iu 
the slave State*,? Are they socially more agree- 
able, more refined, more hospitable, or more 
charitable? Aro they braver in battle, inoreobe 
dient to the laws, or more loyal to the govern- 
ment than we? Is labor more profitable or more 
respectable in the one than the other section? — 
Is it better led, better clothed, better cared for, 
more contented, or more happy? Are not the 
.slave States prospering as well, and as well sat- 
isfied with their domestic institutions? All they 
wain is their rights under the constitution and 
laws, to be left iree to judge for themselves, and 
lo lit let alone. They have heard this cry about 
the poor oppressed African, and in looking back, 
even in our own day, at the history of the insti 
tution and his race, wo have seen him not a cen- 
tury ago brought here from Africa a crooked, 
miserable, naked, starved, ill-shaped, chattering, 
hall reasomug sort of link between the baboou 
and tin* while man, as wild nearly as the beasts 
ol the forest, aud never was there such a change 
lor the better produced within the same length of 
time upon any people on earth. W© now behold 
him in the third generation finely formed, 
straight, intelligent, moral, even contented, it 
Lit to the management of his master, and prob 
ably happier than he; as a slave, au active, intel 
i»gc*iit, happy agent in doing good; but the mo 
mem you set him free, be descends iu the scale 
of civilization far more rapidly than he ascend 
ed, and as such becomes a worthless, idle, lazy, 
besotted vagabond in it very few years, so much so 
tliut some oi the Free States, whero there seems to 
be so much sympathy lor him, have passed strong 
laws to prevent his becoming a resident. Differ 
cully luiscd as we are — with a different education 
and associations from the people of the free 
States, as moralists, us philanthropists, as Chris 
liaus, looking to the good of the black as well as 
the white race, tes belttve slavery is a good institu- 
tion, that as such it has been protected by the 
constitution Under that constitution we have 
lived heretofore in the enjoyment of our proper 
ty us equals, Iree, prosperous, and happy, and by 
that constitution, resisting all new tests lo polit 
icttl orthodoxy, Kentucky will stand unto death. 

'1 alk ol Kentucky abolishing slavery! let the 
free States receive no such encouragement. — 
Siuce the recent developments at the North, and 
the Harper’s ferry affair, separated ouly irom 
the Sur.es of Illinois, Indiana, and Ohio, by the 
Ohio liver, she is more thoroughly sound and 
united thau ever. The .sentiments aud feeling of 
her people and her love of the Union have been 
aroused into action. 8he will stand by her sis 
ter States both Iree aud slave, in resistance to 
the monstrous doctrines of the Republican par 
t> At first this party denied having any desire 
to Interiere with slavery iu the States. It was 
only to exclude it Irom the territories, and from 
pluces over which they claimed jurisdiction un 
der their construction of the constitution; and 
when they became respectable in numbers, they 
were emboldened to say they would eventually 
aboii»h slavery everywhere by constitutional means ; 
they would get both houses of Congress, the ju 
dietary, the executive, and change the constitu 
lion, when they had the power, ao as to deprive 
us of our slave property. After having beet 
thrice beaten upou these odious principles, we 
find them now declaring the government cannot 
exist as part free aud part slave— dial its nature 
and compromises must be cnauged or the Union 
dissolvod. They have become impatient; aud 
now, greatly strengthened in numbers, having 
prepared the minds of their adherents lor theca 
tastrophe, their leaders fully iuformed of this 
plot, if they did not plan it, .are willing to do or 
to dare auy thing to effect their purpose. Wiser 
and better than the patriots of the revolution, ot 
purer piety rhan Dr. Clark, than Moses, the 
Apostles, and even Christ himself, they must 
have an anti-slavery constitution, an anti ala 
very Bible, and an anti slavery God. The old 
ones w ill not do for these latter day saints, 
patriots, and politicians; the venerated old 
books and doctrines, as promulgated by Christ, 
the law givers, and the Apostles, don’t suit their 
purposes, and they must inaugurate new systems 
ol government, new tenets of religion, And have 
an improvement upon its author. The old ones 
are good enough for us. This new party with 
its monstrous doctrines, the fruits of which have 
been recently developed in the Kansas troubles 
in resistance to thu laws, and in tho Harper’s 
Ferry affair, widely extended over the free States, 
and through a portion of its venal presses, its 
fanatical lecturers, its licentious preachers, its 
reckless senators and Governors of States, at 
tempting openly to justify this last conspiracy, 
known us it was to some of the most distinguish- 
ed and wealthy men there, warns us of the dan- 
ger we are constantly exposed to. No matter 
how another portion of 'this party may deny their 
complicity iu ibis affair, there is no denying their 
principles lead . directly to such results , aud for 



district should be annually appointed by law; the ! 
martial spirit ol our people should be revived, ; 
and a thorough re organization of the militia, 
connected with the volunteer system, should 
be eflected. Threatening clangors and a sense of 
security require it. The Harper’s Ferry affair 
warns us that we know not at what moment we 
may have need of an active, ardent, reliable, 
patriotic, well disciplined, aad thorougly organi 
zed militia iu Kentucky. If this affair was not 
planned by some of the most distinguished 
leaders and ministers of the Abolition aud Re 
publicuu party, they had knowledge of it. It re 
ccived their countenance and support, it was a 
widfe-Spread and hellish conspiracy against the 
slave States aud the longer continuance of the 
Union. It originated, not in philanthropy, but 
as a r-pecuUlion iu cottou, to make large for 
tunes — to gratify the avarice aud the envy of 
some, and was countenanced lo gratify the ambi- 
tion ol others in obtaining place and power. — 
They were not williug to wait until they could 
©fleet their purpose by coustitutional and peace 
lul measures; it was too slow and uncertain. — 

1 hey were willing to do it by violence; to effect 
it. in disregard ol the constitution and the laws; 
to change this government iuto mob outrage and 
desecration; to plot rebellion aud insurrection; 
to shed the blood of the innocent; to commit 
ursoo; and to murder and rob au uuoffending and 
unsuspecting portion of the loyal citizens of this 
country; to commit treason and break up this 
glorious republic; to let the end justify the means, 
and to do and to dare anything to make money, 
and to get place aud power. They had made 
money by Selling the African slave to the South 
era planter, to whom his labor was more profita- 
ble, and now' they purpose to make restitution for 
the wrong hv freeing him in order to make 
money again, and to gaiu power and place, which 
tho people had denied them — even though it 
were at the extinction of the white man and the 
ruin ot the government. The attempt failed; it 
tailed because it originated iu two false ideas — 
the discontent of the slaves and the sympathy of the 
non slaveholder of the stare States. Never were 
laborers, it left to themselves, more contented 
and happy thau the slaves of the South; as a 
body, they would rather fight for than against 
their masters; anil none are truer and sounder 
on the slave question than the non slaveholders 
of the iSouth. Revolting as the effort was, we 
hope and believe that the honest and union 
loving masses of the North, and the Republican 
party, when tney remember the blessings they 
have enjoved iu this government, as part fret 
and part slaves, and wish to transmit them unltn 
paired to their children, will see the results of 
their principles, and refuse further to follow' their 
leaders. We will not yet despair of the repub 
lie; we have faith in the public virtue; we be- 
lieve yet there is power left among the Democ- 
racy ol the North, and the true men, and the 
union loving men of the free States, to rebuke 
(fils rebellion; to keep its aympathizrrs, aiders 
and abettors out of power; to save the republic, 
but lorewaraed as we have been, let us be on our 
guard, and be prepared for the worst. 

W'e do uot look to a dissolution of the Union 
ss a remedy for thu evils of which we complain. 
Oh, no; this Union is hallowed by too mauy as 
souiations which ought to be dear lo every Amen 
can heart. Its very strength consists in its seem 
itig antagonistic interests Its powers is in its 
apparent opposing forces. The commercial and 
the planting interests, which were so difficult to 
reconcile b; the couveutiou that framed the con 
stiiuiiou; all flourish together. Agriculture, 
manufactures, commerce and the arts, have be 
come mutually dependent upon each other, and 
should strengthen our social and friendly iela* 
tious under our glorious system of government. 
I he interests of rhe North and the South, the 
East and the West, which 9eemed irreconcilable, 
have bt-eu so happily adjusted, so beautifully 
balanced, aud so powerfully harmonized in the 
constitution upou & principle, as to constitute the 
chief strength of the republic — and that princi 
pi© is, to permit the people of each section of 
the Union to regulate their domestic and local 
institutions for themselves, giving to Congress 
the power, coupled with the duty, to attend to 
our external relations aud to regulate our nation 
al affairs. Affection and confidence are the 
bonds of this Uniou. May we do nothing to 
weaken, but everything to strengthen the liga 
ineuts that bind as together as a nation, and 
may God still continue to protect U9 as equals, 
as friends, as brethren, and us patriots in the 
Republic as it is, deeply devoted to its continu- 
ance; and may we and our posterity, as the 
worthy descendants of the gallant heroes of the 
revolution, both now and in the future, stand by 
the compact of the constitution formed by their 
wisdom and consecrated by their blood, as the 
onlv hope of freeman.
